Tho Milk In the Cocoanut. 
Every boy knows the three eyes to 
be found in one end of a cocoanut, , 
and many a boy has I w e d these eyes 1 
out, or one or two of them, with the 
small blade of a pocketknife so as to 
got at the milk in the cocoanut, which 
he has then drained out into a cup or j 
drunk direct from the cocoanut itself. I 
But there is a more fascinating way 
still of getting at the milk in the cocoa- j 
nut. 
By this other method the cocoa­ 
nut is opened at the other end from 
the eyes. 
The cocoanut is struck all 
around gently and repeatedly with a 
hammer, or a stone will do. at a dis­ 
tance of nlK»ut one-third of the way 
down from the top. about where the 
arctic circle would be on a globe. 
A 
continual gentle tapping will finally 
crack the shell of the nut all around; 
not in a line exactly on the circle per­ 
haps. but pretty near It. Sometimes it 
cracks shell and meat of the nut, too, 
so that both can be lifted off together; 
sometimes it cracks out only a sFbell 
cap at the top, which is lifted off. and 
the cap of m*at underneath is then cut 
out around with a knife. 
And then 
there you are with the white lined co­ 
coanut cui* to drink from.

A Bird Flight Fallacy. 
There hare been decades of dispute 
over the value of the hollow bones 
and the air sacs in many species of 
birds. 
It has been contended that, in­ 
asmuch as the temperature of birds 
Is higher than that of any other ‘crea­ 
ture, this network of air chambers, 
becoming filled with air warmer than 
the surrounding atmosphere, enables 
the bird to rise. It Is true that the 
gannet, the pigeon, the pelican, the 
albatross and other flying birds are 
equipped with air chandlers, but the 
Australian emu. which flies when at 
all with the greatest difficulty, as well 
as the ostrich and the apteryx, which 
cannot fly at all. are also provided 
with these air cells—and so. too, is the 
ornnc outang! Moreover, notably good 
fliers—swifts, 
martins, 
snipes, 
the 
gloss starling, the spotted flycatcher, 
the wood wren and the black headed 
bunting—have bones destitute of air. 
«omo of them, in fact, being tilled with 
marrow. No fallacy in science has 
been more difficult to puncture than 
this air cell or balloon theory of flight 
—Everybody’s Mazazfne. 


a genuine Indian sign such as I had 
not seen for a dozen years before. 
It 
was a simple little sign in appearance, 
but it was full of meaning to those 
who could read it—a long stick with 
one end stuck in the ground, the other 
leaning and pointing up the road. The 
stick was elevated at an angle of only 
about ten degrees from the ground 
and was ; ipported on a stone. It told 
I some Indian that his friend had been 
I along there and had gone ahead in the 
direction pointed out by the stick. 
0 
I marveled at it, but on investiga­ 
tion found that the Indians of Califor­ 
nia still use signs to convey intelli- I 
gcnce to each each. 
I found that 
among the Cocopahs, Cohuillas, Pimas 
and Yumas the sigh Is as much in use 
as ever. 
• 
While traveling in San Bernardino 
county later on I came across a pecu­ 
liar grouping of stones, and at once 
saw that some Indian had left a sign 
so that all other Indians might know 
that water was to be found in a cer­ 
tain direction. The stones were lying 
In a complete circle, and in the center 
was a long triangular stone with the 
j sharp point indicating a specific direc­ 
tion. The sign was plain to one versed 
in such things, and in order to see if 
the same sign was universal, for I had 
seen it elsewhere, I follow**! the direr- 
| tlon pointed out by the long stone and 
found a little spring. 
This arrangement of stones I had 
often seen in a dozen different pla'-e« 
in the middle west and as a variant 
which was also found in California. 
I 
have seen a mound of stones similar 
to a miner’s monument, with a pointed 
stone resting on top, pointing toward 
water. 
In many parts of the country, 
especially In the desert parts of Cali­ 
fornia and Arizona, the question of 
water supply for travelers is one that 
requires serious consideration, and I
